FIRST DAY—Morning Session 

Daytona; Beach, Fla., February 23, 1938. 

The forty-sixth session of the South Florida Annual Conferen c? 
of the African Methodist Episcopal Church, in th? 1.1th Episcopal 
District, Rt. Rev. Robert A. Grant, DD, LLD, presiding bishop, 
called ih2 conference to order in Allen Chapel A. M. E. Church, Rev. 
R. J* Jones* pastor. Promptly at 9 a. m the choir sung, ‘‘Holy, 
Holy, Ho y \ The Bishop Jed in the scripture s:ntences and lined 
hymn No. 2'5, “A?id Aie We Yet Alive”, after the singing Rev. D. 
A. Russeli, piesiding elder of the West Palm Beach District, offered 
a f.event prayer. 

Rev. S. W. A ’a r, presiding elder of the Miami district, read the 
scripture lesson, the 52nd Psalm, the conference sang one verse of 
hymn No. 10 and Rev. M. M. Smith, presiding elder of the Ft.

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facts indicate that our merit has elevated us to the sphere of use¬ 
fulness in every endeavor. 

The population of our country has increased with its wealth. 
Especially is this true where we are concerned. There is a total of 
more than eleven million Negroes hi the United States and among 
these we have one hundred thirty-two Phi Beta Kappas; one hundred 
fifty-five Doctors of Philosophy. These figures mean that one- 
tenth of the school attending population of our country has achieved 
distinction in highest literary honors and mere than these have 
achieved renown in various other fields. Ninety per cent of the total 
Negro population is literate and has helped to create the eight hun¬ 
dred colleges and secondary schools for posterity. 

We are not approaching Utopia, but the general trend is toward 
equality for all. Ideal situations must exist in the hearts and minds 
of the people. Medical statistics show that two minds in every ten 
could not harbor such a state of idealism. Three-fourths of the 
cases in hospitals in our country today are mental cases; which means 
that the erratic pace of living is affecting in no little way, our minds 
as well as bodies. 

Let us not he discouraged or too much satsfied by any of these 
facts. Internal upheaval as well as outside forces may. and can off¬ 
set the whole machinery of a peaceful program. Lawlessness and 
sacrilegious actions on the part of the masses may at any time abort 
a program whose tendency is toward universal brotherhoood. Despite 
these possible inconveniencies and the many deplorable irregularities 
we have now, the state of the country is better now than it has ever 
been by eighty per cent.
